The potatoes for the second course are

pored and cut in long strips a halfInchsquare Let them soak In Ice water
changing until It is clear Just before
the meal dry them on cloths and fry
jroMou brown In deep smoking hot fat
draining on soft paper Do not salt
them or they will lose their crispness
As a dressing for the omelet take one
cupful and a half of slightly thickened
tomato sauce throe tablespoonfuls of
chopped bacon two tablespoonfuls ofchopped onion and one tablespoonful of
chopped green pepper this to
gether for twenty minutes adding more
pepper to season This poured roundtwo omelets of five eggs each and Is suf
fclent for six persons Tho bread fing-
ers are very brown bread and butter sandwiches cut in narrow strips
